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Rutland's annals begin on the 30th day of September, 1709, 
when the first white settler came into this valley with his wife 
and eleven children and settled among the Caugnawaga Indians 
near the falls at Center Rutland, 

This was the beginning of history, then, by white men, in this 
valley, though the land in the valley had heen bought and sold 
in speculation for years before this date. 

The charter for the town of Rutland was granted on 
the 7th of September, 1761, by Col. Josiah Williard of Win- 
chester, N. H., to Mr. James Murray, one of the principal citizens 
of Rutland, Mass., and he is supposed to be the man who named 
our city, though records state that he never saw any portion of 
this valley. 

The first meeting called to organize a town government con- 
vened on the second Tuesday of October 1770, and continued r.o 
operate as a town until Xovember 19, 1892. 

On April 1, 1893, the late John A. Mead was inaugurated as 
the first Mayor of the City of Rutland. 

At that, time, 2634 Polls were listed, Grand List $82,852.74, 
Tax Rate 81.25.

At the conclusion of the fiscal year covered by this Annual 
Report (July 1, 19(iO-June '.10, 19(H), I have been in the office of 
Mayor just three and a half months, therefore, in this message, 

I am not going to attempt to review the past year of municipal 
operations. Instead, I ask you to look forward with me to the 
future. 

In the area of municipal finance this year will be the first 
under our new accounting system as recommended by the 
State Auditor's Department. Rutland, for the first time in 

I I i:my years will be on a strict pay-as-you-go basis. Many benefits 
will be derived from this new system, but many new problems 
will arise. I fee! very certain that, this change is a great improve- 
ment, and that time will prove this great effort justifiable. 

During the next ten months a series of schools will be con- 
ducted for our Police and Fire Departments. The purpose of 
l hi.-: addition;! | ( mining is to bring a higher degree of efficiency 
to our departments of public safety. 

With the approval, by our taxpayers, of a bond issue for our 
Sewage Disposal Plant it is logical to assume that construction 
will begin .soon after the turn of the year. With the completion 
of this plant we are looking forward to the day when the Otter 
Creek section can be developed into a recreation area. 1 believe 
that in a few short years this area will be a valuable asset to 
our city. 

This fall will see the start of construction of additions to 
two of our schools. The voters of Rutland continue to recognize 
the needs of our school system. I feel that any money spent to 
educate the youth of Rutland is very well invested. 
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III preparing the Budget for the fiscal year 1961-1962, I 
endeavored to stabilize expenditures wherever possible. In this 
age of rising prices it would be impossible to cut the cost of city 
government. However, it is the desire of this administration to 
stabilize the tax rate. In order to accomplish this very important 
objective it will take the cooperation of every citizen in the city. 

In this message, I wish to thank you voters for the confidence 
you have placed in me by electing me your Mayor. Once again 
I will pledge to you that I will do everything in my power to use 
this office for the best interests of all the citizens of Rutland. 

I ask the cooperation of the Board of Aldermen and of all 
city officials in a determined drive for an improved and pro- 
gressive municipality.

LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL

Honorable Board of Althrmru: 

In compliance with Section 59 of the City Charter, I herewith 
submit the Budget covering the fiscal year 1961-1962. A copy 
is being supplied to each of you. 

The new format in which our Budget figures appear is in 
conformance with the methods recommended by the State 
Auditors in setting up the new budgetary accounting system. 

In order to determine the expenditures by a municipality 
it is essential to have a correct and up-to-date amount of available 
revenue. So, with this in mind, I requested the city assessors to 
give me an approximate estimate of the Grand List for 1961-1 962. 
They replied as follows: 

"In reply to your letter of May 10, 1961 requesting figures, 
for the Grand List for the Fiscal Year 1961-1962, we request that 
you use the Grand list figures of the Fiscal Year 1960-1961 for 
Real Estate and Personal Property. 

"The figure for Poll Tax, we estimate at 8,653 polls. 

"The reason for this request is that our grievance meeting 
will not be held until June la to 15 inclusive and until these are 
held, it is impossible for us to give an estimate of the Orand 
List." 

In view of this, I have endeavored to hold departmental 
requests as close as possible to their 1960-1961 budget. The 
amount to be raised by taxes for the coming year is 12,221 ,385.97 

For the first time in years Rutland City ivill be operating 
on a Balanced Budget.

To the Honorable City Council, and the Citizens of Rutland: 

We are pleased to present the School Report for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1961. It consists of two parts, the follow- 
ing narrative statement about the work of the schools, and 
linaneial and statistical reports found near the end of this booklet. 
Taken together, they form the complete School Report. We 
shall do our best, within the limitations of space and the require- 
ments of the Law, to present a complete though concise report of 
the Rutland Public Schools during the past year. 

SCHOOL PLANT IMPROVEMENTS 
Two very important steps in the improvement of our school 
facilities were made possible by the favorable action of Rutland 
voters on a school bond issue at the March election. This will 
provide for a four-room addition with multi-purpose room at the 
Lincoln School, to prevent overcrowding in the upper grades: and 
a doubling of Shop space, in the Senior High School, in order to 
meet minimum safety and educational needs and to release two 
classrooms in the main building for regular academic work. 




Modern electronic Language Laboratory located in the 
Rutland Senior High Schoo!, opened in September, I960* 
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An outstanding improvement this year was the completion 
(with half the cost paid by the Federal Government) of an 
electronics Language Laboratory for use in the Junior and Senior 
high schools. The equipment, includes five lesson channels plus 
intercom, and 30 dual-record and listen-respond student booths. 
The latter were made 1 locally at a saving of approximately $ 1 ,000, 
Proper use of this equipment will revolutionize our teaching of 
foreign languages; and will make it possible for our students to 
speak them fluently. 

Our own Maintenance Department, at small cost to the City, 
constructed a new Teachers' Room at the Longfellow School, just 
over the entrance, 

HEALTH EDUCATION AND SERVICES 
in the field of School Health and Safety, our children and 
young people have had the benefit of: 

The services of two School Nurses, 
The services of our Dental Hygienist. 
School Lunch programs. 
School Bus service. 

The special Federally-aided School Milk Program. 
School Safety Patrols. 

Policewomen at hazardous intersections (provided by 
the City Council and the Police Department.) 
It would be difficult to overestimate the importance of these 
health services to the school success of our boys and girls. 

An important step in our Fire Safety Program was com- 
pleted, this year, by the purchase and installation of a foot-square 
sign on every fire door reading "Fire Door — Keep Closed." In 
the event of fire this could well save many lives. 

In our health work we gratefully acknowledge the assistance 
of the City Health Officer, Dr. Charles D. Beale; the Community 
Child Care Association, Inc.; the State Guidance Clinic; the 
Rutland Lions' Club; the Vermont. Association for the Blind; 
the Vermont Department of Social Welfare; all P. T. A. units in 
the City; Dr. Harry R. Ryan, Jr.; and Dr. Gordon B. Smith. 

INSTRUCTION AND RELATED SERVICES 
In the elementary schools we have continued to maintain a 
high standard of achievement. English and Spelling textbooks 
have been brought up-to-date; Science teaching has been greatly 
improved through the use of the new State Science Guide and the 
purchase of materials under the National Defense Education 
Act; and we have done more in Arithmetic teaching through 
better grouping and by the use of the highest level of learning 
in our textbooks for the faster learner. However, we must do 
still more to challenge our mure able students. Th is year we have 
had a pilot Speech Improvement and Therapy project — spon- 
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sored by the State Department of Education and paid for com- 
pletely by a Foundation with noticeable benefits resulting. 
Although money was provided in our new Budget for a full-time 
Speech teacher to carry on tins work, we have been unable to 
lind such a teacher thus far. We have greatly increased the 
amount of our Audio-Visual equipment, — partly through aid 
under the National Defense Education Act, and partly through 
the generous help of our P. T. A. units. Through such help, and 
with an outright gift of a new TV set to the Dnmi School from 
Mr. and Mrs. David Mac, all elementary schools will be equipped 
with TV sets by the fall of 1901. As a first step toward the 
improvement of our Physical Education program, much new 
equipment has been purchased and installed during this year. 

Our children and young people continue to enjoy excellent 
instruction in the fields of Art, Crafts, a.nd Music. Especially 
noteworthy this year were the many services to both school and 
community rendered by the Art Department; the line exhibits it 
sponsored; and the recognition including three State awards won 
by Art students. 

At the Junior High level, thefollowing are of interest this year: 

Guidance work is improving both in quantity and quality. 

We are now able to have two periods of Physical Education 
in the 9th grade, each week, instead of one. 

Curriculum improvements in the Senior High School this 
year in elude better clerical practice and secretarial 
practice programs, and the introduction of the Physical 
Science Study Committee Course in Physics. The latter 
was made possible through special teacher preparation 
and the purchase of additional equipment for the 
Physics laboratory under the National Defense Educa- 
tion Act. 

The following indications of good work in the High School 
are taken from the Principal's report: 

"Standardized test results showed that grades 10 and II 
measured above the national norms in both reading 
and writing. Grade 12 measured slightly below the 
national norm for college Freshmen, but our college 
preparatory seniors measured well above the norms 
for college Freshmen in both reading and writing." 

"As an indication of the excellence of the Mathematics 
program, three of the eleven students scoring high- 
est in the UVM-National Life Mathematics exam- 
ination were Rutland High School students, and 
one of these had the highest score in the South- 
western Vermont district."

"We were p Ionised to have a Merit Scholar among our 
Seniors for the second successive year and to have 
ten other Seniors in the Semi-Finalist or Com- 
mended group," 
The following are brief facte about the High School; 

The Library now has a total of 5,71 1 volumes — an 
increase of 193 for the year. Circulation is up over 

6%. 

Representing the State, our Junior-Senior High School 
Band participated in the Inaugural Parade in 
Washington, in .January. 
The Vocational Education Department made many 
articles needed by other departments in the 
System, and thus saved the Oily money. 
Our Evening Trade School, in its fourteenth year, offered (at 
no local expense) a large variety of courses, including some in 
conjunction with local industries, for Hit) different adults within a 
r;idius of sixty miles, five of the courses on the technical level. 
Two of the courses were taught at the General Electric and the 
Howe Scale plants. In the Held of Hoincmaking, t wo different 
courses were offered to four different groups, involving approxi- 
mately sixty-five different adult women, 

Our program of directed Guidance Services, started five years 
ago in the Senior High, this past year olliciallv included the 
.Junior High with the appointment of a "Head Counselor" for 
that school. As soon as a similar head counselor can be provided 
fur Ihe Senior High, it is our hope thai Guidance Services can be 
extended downward to include all elementary school grades, 
Among the " Information Services" provided, perhaps the most 
important is the group and individual guidance given all senior 
in applying to, and securing admission to, colleges or other 
advanced schools. 

This was the second year of our Summer Session. The pur- 
pose remained the same, — to offer a program of advanced work 
in several fields of study for highly qualified students. There 
were six visiting faculty members. The Session lasted five weeks, 
and included the following courses: Creative Writing, African 
(icography, Slide Rule Mathematics, Psychology, Advanced 
Chemistry, Advanced Creative Writing, World Literature, Physi- 
ology and Anatomy, and Astronomy. Every student participated 
in a "Round-table" program to gain self-confidence in expressing 
himself in a friendly, informal group, free from the pressure of 
being graded for his elfort*.

CONDITIONS OE THE SCHOOLS 
The conditions of our newer school buildings are, as would be 
expected, excellent. The conditions of our older buildings remain 
generally very good clue to the continued interest of, and annual 
inspections by, the members of the School Board's Building 
Committee, and the excellent work of our Maintenance Depart- 
ment, 

X F EDS OF THE SCHOOLS 
The following are some of the more important needs of our 
schools: 
All Schools 

Wt? still need to meet more adequately the needs of our older 
young people and adults through the offering of more 
Adult I Education Courses, including technical level 
courses. As the result of a new interest on the part of 
the School Board, a Survey will be made in the fall of 1961 
to determine the areas, of greatest interest among our 
people. 

We need a School Physician to complete physical examina- 
tions in certain grades every year, so that during I heir 
school years each child would have received at least 
three complete examinations; and one who would be on 
call for advice and treatment in emergency eases. 
Elementary Schools 

A Physical Education instructor for grades 4, n, and b; with 
greater emphasis on our Physical Education program. 

A full-time Remedial teacher. 

Modernization of the old part of the Lincoln School, includ- 
ing work counters and cabinet, work in the classrooms; 
pupil toilets and lavatories on the second floor; n Public 
Address system and a Clock and Program system for 
the entire building. 

The installation of additional drainage for the grounds at ihe 
Southeast School, 
Junior High School 

A large amount of the furniture is old, and needs replacing. 
Senior High School 

A full-time Guidance Counsellor, 
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Both Secondary Schools 

A municipal Athletic Field ; to relieve pressure OB our present 
play field. Our Physical Education program is now 
seriously handicapped, 

A coordinated program in boys' Physical Education to 
equalize the use of the playing held between the High 
and Junior High, This will also distribute training 
activities throughout the six years of secondary school 
so that all areas of Physical Education find Athletics 
will lie covered. 

An additional School Nurse, to give more time to the Junior 
and Senior high schools, as recommended in the Accredi- 
tation report on the Senior High School. 

Guidance Services 

An extension downward of preventive Guidance services in 
Ihe Elementary Schools. 

SCHOOL BUBOET 

Our Budget was adopted by the School Board and voted upon 
by the people, as provided for in our City Charter. However, 
according to Law, we are "presenting" the Budget elsewhere in 
this Report. 

For Outstanding Service we would honor two of our 
Junior High School teachers who retired last June: Miss Elizabeth 
F. Carmody ( 11)29-1 0(1 1) Teacher of English; and Miss Anna A. 
McDevitt (192<>-l9ol) Teacher of Social Studies. 

We believe the citizens of Rutland can take justifiable pride 
in their schools. We are proud of our fine facilities, the excellent 
work done by the Department personnel, and the lad that they 
are constantly doing their best to improve their work for the 
benefit of our young people. We wish to thank our teachers 
sincerely for their professional skill and devotion to duty, and the 
citizens of this City for their continued support,

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Report Of The Librarian 

For the Year Ending 30 June 1961 

To the Honorable Ciifi Council awl Ciiisen.t nf Rittlawl: 

It is with pleasure that I present my first annual report sis 
Director of the Rutland Free Library. Once again the library has 
hail a very busy yeur and has, I hope, made another significant 
contribution to the life of the community. I should like to thank 
the members of the Board of Trustees and the library staff who 
gave me such helpful cooperation while I was adjusting to my 
Itew duties. 

Under the sponsorship of the Mid- Vermont Artists' Asso- 
ciation, the Library held a series of one- and two-person ait 
exhibits during the fall and winter months. These showings were 
well attended and drew a great deal of favorable comment. We 
hope this art show will lie held ugain this year. 

As a feature of National Library Week the library held t wo 
afternoon social hours to which were invited all the elementary 
and secondary school teachers in But laud and Butland Town. 
There was a total attendance of 12$ at these two affairs and the 
general reaction was highly favorable, Both Mrs. Douglas, 
Children's Librarian, and I felt this was a most useful step in 
promoting better understanding and cooperation between the 
schools and the Rutland Free Library. I should like to express 
our sincere appreciation to Mrs. Sliuson and the other ladies on 
the Library Board who were in charge of refreshments and worked 
so hard to make these two occasions successful and enjoyable. 

Circulation 

The eirculation figures continue at a high level. The adult 
fiction circulation was roughly the same as last year while the 
Noii-Iieliun showed an increase of nearly live thousands whjJOea; 
a most encouraging development. We are continually adding 
new books of all kinds to the library's collection with the aim of 
being aide to supply something to suit the tastes and. requit'e- 
menls of all memhers of the euminunii v. 

The circulation of non-book materials such as periodicals, 
pamphlets, dims and phonograph records remained at a gratifying 
high ligurc. The Friday evening concerts were well received and 
stimulated circulation of the new records. 

Book Collection 

A comprehensive weeding program instituted by my prede- 
cessor was completed last summer. Altogether 8,035 worn out 
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volumes were discarded and the book stock can now be main- 
tained in good condition with the normal amount of current 
discarding. The total book collection now consists of 57,430 
volumes, anil we are acquiring new books at the rate of slightly 
more than 2,000 a year. 

Children's Department 

I should like to pay especial tribute to the work of Mrs. 
Barhara Douglas, our Children's Librarian, whose enthusiasm 
and hard work has brought this department to a position where it 
is able to offer service of a very high level to children of the 
community. Only those working in close contact with Mrs, 
Douglas can appreciate fully the endless work and planning 
which are necessary to provide the Rutland Free Library with a 
children's section which would do credit to a far larger community 
than ours. 

There were 5+4 new borrowers in the children's department 
during the year, bringing the total number of registrations to 
2,558. There was an increase in attendance of more than 2,500 
over last year at showings of children's films, both in the library 
and by outside Organizations, Further recognition of the 
importance and unique quality of Mrs. Douglas' Free Saturday 
Film Program for Children was given when she was asked to 
write a feature article for the summer issue of Film News, a 
Xew York publication, describing this pioneer children's program. 

Staff 

There were important changes on the staff of the Rut laud 
Free Library during the year. In July Mrs. Lillian fowler left, 
to be replaced by Miss Mary Isbell, M.S.L.S., a graduate of the 
Lniversify of Southern California, School of Library Science. 
Miss Isbell is the first professional cataloger the library has had, 
and this is a big step forward in the development of the library's 
resources. 

In December Mrs. Anne Libbey, who had been with the 
library for nearly fifteen years, left to accept a position as librarian 
with the Rutland office of the Vermont Free Public Library 
Service. It was with great regret that we accepted her resigna- 
tion as she was an invaluable member of the staff, I should like 
to take this opportunity to thank Mrs. Libbey for the many 
years of outstanding service she gave to the Rutland Free 
Library, and to wish her the best of luck in her new position. 

Mrs. Libbey was replaced by Mrs. Frances Carroll who 
quickly settled into the work to become a valuable member of the 
staff, 'Miss Vivian Hewitt and Mrs. Martha Farnham. the other 
two full-time members on the staff, again contributed loyal ser- 
vice to the library as did Mr. George Myers, building custodian. 
I should like also to express my appreciation to Mrs. II. Gale 
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Spniikling and Mrs. Kathleen Bump, who repair books on a 
part-time basis, to Miss Irene Francis and Miss Josephine 
Rosmus, who look after nur bookkeeping and financial matters, 
as well as to Lindell Abbott, onr summer vacation relief employee, 
and the pages in both the adult, and children's departments, for 
their work during the year. 

Reference Service 

This is a 7i important aspect of the library's services which is 
being used at an increasing rate, We answer questions by tele- 
phone, through the mail and in person, on all sorts of subjects. 
A girl from Ponnsyl vania wrote for information on the Morgan 
Horse and a man from Essex, New York, inquired about ifoe 
availability of records for the Rutland Congregational Church, 
and both these correspondents were given satisfactory answers. 
Regularly we answer a wide range of questions from, "What is the 
population of Mexico?", to "Where can I find information about 
the Polaris Missile?". 

Some important additions to onr reference collection during 
the past, year are: Arts of the United States. Richards Topical 
Encyclopedia, Dictionary of the American. Indian, Encyclopedia 
( ,'anadiana ., I he new Collier's Encyclopedia, Dictionary, of 
American Biography and the OOicial Atlas of the Civil War. 

Library Friends 

As usual we are indebted to many people and organ [stations, 
for cooperation given the library during the year. Miss Mary 
Moher and Miss Dorothy Hanford continued their line work in 
teaching citizenship classes, while Mrs, Elizabeth Taylor again 
generously donated her time to conducting the children's summer 
story hour. The Garden Club again provided many attractive 
floral displays and donated gardening books to the library. 
Many individuals and groups gave gifts of books, and seven 
memorial hooks were donated. 

The Rutland Daily Herald, Radio Stations WSYB and 
WTIWB, and the Paramount and Grand Theaters gave us active 
support, during National Library Week. The following business 
concerns donated material for library displays during the year: 
Hartford Book Shop, Tattle Publishing Company, the Hardware- 
Center, Vermont Transit Travel Bureau and Wilson Sports 
Equipment Company. 

The Future 

The most important immediate requirement for the further 
development of library service to the citizens of Rutland is obtain- 
ing the necessary authority to proceed with construction of the 
proposed new extension to the library building, It was planned 
originally to have this question voted on at the March election, 
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hut unforeseen circumstances called lor a change in this plan. 
However, it is fully expected that it will be on the ballot, next year, 
and T can not too strongly urge the voters of Rutland to decla rc 
themselves in favor of carrying out this vital project. 

I have spoken already before several groups of the need for an 
addition to the library-!? facilities and the Board of Trustees' plans 
for meeting this need. I should like to emphasize again that I 
welcome opportunities to speak to local groups and organizations 
and will quickly accept all such invitations which may be 
tendered.

I herewith submit my annual report for the- year 15HHM961. 

Street Department 

This department functioned smoothly, as usual, Many 
streets — too numerous to tabulate in this report— were reshaped, 
graded and a tack coat of tar or asphalt applied. A total of 22,28 1 
gallons was used. We are gradually decreasing the amount of tar 
and asphalt used each year due to <-c instruction of permanent 
roads. 

_ We eonstrueted 837-1/2 feet of curbs and 1,248 square feet 
of sidewalks. Other sidewalks and curbs were repaired, holes were 
patched and a great many small jobs were completed. 

Three new bays were added to our present garage and this 
work was done at a very low cost. Some of the steel was hough I 
ttew Uii a considerable amount of salvage steel was purchased at 
junk prices from the Staso Company in Castleton. 

Sewer Department 

I must again report on the unsatisfactory ( dition in our 

^rwor Department. It has been repeated by every City Engineer 
in the last twenty years that something must be done to earn' off 
storm water and that this can only be accomplished by the 'con- 
struction of storm sewers. Plans are on file in this office and work 
will be started when we have the necessary funds 

Main Intensions have been made on the following streets: 
Bellevue Avenue, Easterly Avenue, Lincoln Ayenue. Park Conn. 
Pearl Street, Stmt ton Road and Upland Road. Work was started 
on an extension to the new Industrial Site in the Town of Rutland. 

Numerous basins were repaired and rebuilt' during the year 
and 37 new house connections were made. 

It is hoped to start, construction mi our sewage disposal plant 
this late summer or early fall. 

General Department 

Over 110 elm trees, which were affected by Dutch Klni 
disease, were removed, til ken to the City Dump and bullied. 
The City-owned trees were sprayed in the early summer and one 
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hundred Norway maples were planted last fall. Main Street 
Pari was kept in good condition. 

The dump, as usual, was very well taken care of. We have 
had high praise from carious engineers and interested people 
about the neatness of our dump. 

Guardrails were installed, repaired and painted. This 
department also set up and removed election booths; erected and 
repaired street signs; cleaned Moon, Mussey and Tenney Brooks 
and mowed grass on roadsides in various sections of the city. 



Water Department 

During URiO-1901 the following water mains were con- 
structed;

Pearl Street 590 ft.- -8" pipe

On liellevue Ayenue a Hi" valve was inserted in our Hi" line 
from the reservoir; a 12" valve was inserted on East Street. 
33 new house connections were made; 7 new hydrants were 
installed and 47 water meters were put in. 

Over 10(1 services were thawed last winter — the most trying 
winter in some time — frost was actually measured on Hill Pond 
1 lurid to a depth of 7-1/2 feet, 

Our Reservoir and grounds have been kept in spick and span 
condition. The old 5 million gallon reservoir is still kept up in 
case of an emergency. The eastern end of our new reservoir, 
which was very shallow, invited ducks, geese and other wild lil'e 
to rest overnight in this place, contributing to an odor in the 
water, Pill from a nearby bank was deposited in this end of the 
reservoir and this has eliminated any taste or odor which might 
accrue from algae. The l-eservoir is treated annually for Ibis type 
of algae. 

Residents of the eastern section of the city, especially those 
on Killington Avenue Heights, have been affected by low water 
pressure in the summer when great demands are made on our 
supply. This low pressure is caused in great part by the misuse 
of lawn sprinklers. 

Plans are underway at present to improve conditions at the 
chlorine house on the Post Road whereby we will chlorinate the 
12" water line separately, thus adding about 30 pounds pressure 
to this s_ystcm. It is hoped that this will be accomplished by fall 
and we anticipate no more trouble from this source, 
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Our Reforestation program is going forward a* usual, under 
the supervision of the State Forestry Department. 

During the past, year approximately "200 acres of laud was 
purchased from the Stebbins Estate in Mention. This gives much 
needed protection to our valuable water supply. Additional land 
should be acquired from time to time when money is available. 

Permanent Road Bond 

Allen Street was paved from Mussey Street to the St rut ton 
Road; Bellevue Avenue, Lincoln Avenue were excavated, new- 
bases installed and taek coated. North Church Street was paved 
with soil cement from North Street to field Avenue: the Strat ton 
Road was paved from Jackson Avenue to Killington Avenue and 
from Killington Avenue to Harrington Avenue it was excavated, 
rebased with 2 feet of gravel, tack coated and tilled. Killington 
Avenue was paved with bituminous concrete from East Street 
to Moon Brook bridge. Mansfield Place was also rebuilt with a 
grave! base, tack coat of tar and filled with asphalt; Deer Street 
was paved with hot mix; some work was done for the School 
Department at Northeast School; Chaplin Avenue was paved 
from Main Street to the east end ; Engrem Avenue was excavated 
and graveled for a distance of 800 feet. Work was started on 
Park Street at the end of the fiscal year and it will be ready for 
travel this summer. North Street was rebuilt from Church Street 
to Grove Street, widened and tack coated. 

The streets that were done in the last few years with a good 
gravel base should he paved with out Moto Paver, which is a 
very valuable piece of machinery. The cost of paving with this 
paver has averaged (30 cents per square yard. 

Winter Maintenance 

Two new salt and sand spreaders were purchased for this- 
department. These spreaders are operated from the cab of a 
truck, thus enabling one man to do the whole operation. 

Last winter was a very severe one as far as ice was con- 
cerned. 250 tons of salt and 1037 tons of sand were applied to 
the city streets. 

Our so-called "Sno-Go," which removes the snow from the 
downtown area and various other parts of the city, is a 1942 model 
and needs replacement badly. The request for funds to purchase 
a. new Sno Go was voted down at the March election. 

Engineering Department 

This department was very busy during the past year with 
street lines, grades and surveys at our land in Mendon. It has also 
worked very closely with the Airport, procuring rights-of-way, 
etc. 
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A zoning map was brought up to date; various other wall 
maps and smaller maps have been revised and brought up to date 
showing new streets, locations of hydrants, water and sewer 
mains, etc. A parking lot on Willow Street was redesigned by this 
office and we have also been working on proposed olT-strcct 
parking areas with the committee on this project. 

A large amount of work was done at the White Playground 
and other playgrounds in the city and a new parking area at the 
Airport was made ready for later paving. 

Al this time I wish to thank Mayor .John .1. Daley, former 
Mayor Dan J. Healy, the Honorable Board of Aldermen and all 
other city officials for their kind cooperation and helpful sug- 
gestions during the year, I also wish to thank the members of the 
Public Works and Water Departments for their loyal and cheerful 
devotion lo duty.

I hereby submit the annual report of the activities of the 
Rutland Police Department for the fiscal year of July 1st, 1960 
to June 30, 1961. 

The Department investigated 3,592 complaints and made 
357 arrests during the fiscal year. 

The number of motor vehicle accidents investigated were 
390. This number of accidents is 1 1 more accidents than the 
previous year. The estimated amount of damage is also increased 
by ahout $3,500.00 as well as a slight increase in the number of 
persons injured and hospitalized as compared to the previous 
year. 

We have a total of 854 parking meters in operation from 
which was collected $53,178.50, a decrease of $1,505.90 from the 
previous year's total. The parking meters have now taken in a 
total of $543,566.24 since first installed in September, 1947. 

A total of $7,465.00 was collected by the Traffic Court in 
one dollar fines for violations of our parking ordinance between 
July 1st, 1960 and June 30, 1961. 

A total of 1,332 doors and windows of business places 
throughout the city were found open or unlocked by the night 
officers in patrol cars and on the beats.

The annual free inoculations to immunize children against 
Diphtheria-Tetanus were done in November and December, 1960. 
A total of 250 children received this protection. Drs. Ryan, 
Smith and myself, ably assisted by Mrs. MeCormack and Miss 
Burke, School Nurses, did the work on this program. 

The annual free Small Pox immunization program was car- 
ried out in June, 1960. 271 children received vaecinatiuns. The 
clinics were set up by the School Nurses, Mrs. MeCormack and 
Miss Burke. Drs, Ryan, Smith and Beale did the vaccinations. 

In our opinion these are worthwhile projects. This depart- 
ment urges all parents who have not had their children immunized 
by their own physician to take advantage of this opportunity of 
having it done. 
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A total of 359 sample* of water from the City's taps were sent 
to Burlington for analysis. Five samples showed evidence of 
contamination but none of the contaminated samples occurred on 
consecutive days. This department wishes to thank the Water 
Department; for their excellent control work on the water shed 
and at the reservoir. 

Samples of water were also sent to Burlington from the 
swimming pool during its operation. At no time was it found 
necessary to close the pool due to contamination. 

Over one hundred nuisance complaints were investi gated by 
the department, ten plumbing inspections were made. 

Rutland City, like all cities, develops community health 
problems. A public health team from your Vermont Department 
of Health including a bacteriologist, chemist, dentist, engineer, 
health educator, public health nurse, nutritionist, physician, 
psychologist, sanitarian, social worker and statistician is available 
to aid your health officer, local doctors and other local citizens 
with such problems. 

I have taken the liberty of adding to my usual report this 
summary of the many services offered by the health team 
through use of the state tax dollars, and indicate those services 
rendered to Rutland City last year to promote health in the 
community. A healthy environment for your City results when 
water and sewage systems, factories, schools and other public 
buildings, and food and lodging establishments are properly

Again it is my extreme pleasure to report for the office of 
the City Attorney. Especially is this true when our supreme 
efforts are synthesized in this report, dedicated to the Honorable 
Dan J. Hcaly who labored for over a decade for the improvement 
of our municipality. 

Opinions have been rendered to the Mayor, Board of 
Udermcn, Committees. Commissioner of Public Works, Treas- 
urer, City Clerk, Police Department, .Recreation Department, 
Superintendent of .Schools. Tax Collector, Health Officer, Over- 
seer of the Poor, Zoning Board, Airport Commission, Building 
Inspector. Purchasing Agent, Fire Chief, School Board and Board 
of Highway Commissioners. 

Cases concluded ur initiated have involved tux collections 
(5); claims disallowed (12): collection of delinquent accounts; 
negligence (3). These suits have been in Rutland County Court, 
Rutland Municipal Court and Vermont Supreme Court. 

Ordinances have been adopted, amended or repealed relat- 
ing to brush cutting, mobile homes, streets and sewers, peddlers, 
transient merchants and solicitors. Ordinance Revision attorneys 
have proposer! a new traffic ordinance under study; anti-noise 
ordinance; winter parking and lire protection. 

Charter amendments recommended by referendum or legis- 
lative prerogative have related to refunding bonds; tax limits for 
schools and general City purposes; sewage disposal plant; poll 
taxes. 

We have appeared before various committees of the Legi-lu- 
lure hi Montpelier to effect Charter changes and with the able 
assistance and guidance of the Honorable William Hogan, City 
Representative, and our County Senators, adopted Charter 
amendments in keeping with a progressive city government.

West runway at the airport and for approach, taxi-way and park- 
ing apron improvements wen 1 completed, financing arrangements 
made and construction work begun.

Due to tax rate limits sel by the 
city charter, the City Council for several years has heen required 
In resort to defieil financing by ini being able fce raise SUffifiienl 
taxes to meet current expenditures. The actual defirh of 
SI 14,804..'! I will bo liquidated by funding Bonds which will be 
issued late this summer rather than assessing a deficit lax as had 
heen done in prior years. Assessing a deficit tax would have 
increased the tax rate an additional 45 cents. 

In March of 14)00 the voters approved a revision of the city 
charter removing the tax limits for school and general city pur- 
poses. This spring the legislature amended the charter and raised 
the limits thus making it possible to balance I he budget resulting 
in a tax rate of 780 cents per hundred for fiscal 1. 962,
